Generally it can be said that all officers and troops are extrenely alert 
avainst possible espionage and sabvotace In addition, the isolation of air 
force personel from the indigenous pormulation is an effective defense 
against attempts at espionage. The Total commanders have considerable 
Latitude in the maintenance of security measures. 


Internal Seeusity> 


The prinary weak points in the interior security of Soviet Air Fields are the 
Garvan empliyees. Therefore, all of then must submit to a body search upon 
arrival and before departure. Entrance and exit are restricted to the guard 
house. ALL construction and other work areas of German personnel are 

subject to inspection by special patrols. In addition, special agents are 

used to observe the employees at work and also to observe them and their families 
duxving of f duty hours. 


Exterior Security. 


Spacial guards are usually posted as follaws: at planes, especially jet planes, 
which are normally not stered in hangars; at POL and amaunition dumos; in 
Doeberitz even in the coal dump; at Hq buildings and Generals' billets. 

atrols usually operate inside and outside of the airfield linits, often 

on biuyeles, In some cases the patrois inside the fence operate in pairs. 

At some aircields such as Hechlin-Laerz, Stendal, and Cottbus, guard towers 

nave been constructed. At Merseburg, where an airfield is under construction ond 
oresently occupied by paramilitary police unite, six such towers have been 
imilt and ccnnected by a telephone circuit. Civilian patrels can be found 
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at occupied as well as unoccupied cirvicids. Sonetines these oatrols operate 
“ith dors. 4% the very densely occupied field in Zerbst civil guards patrol 
with rifles, They are nowinally uniforned by use f arm bands. 


Off Linits. 


Aicost in all cases the exterir security measures include an "off Limits" 
avana surrounding the air field. The limits of these have nn oubtedly once 
been igentified and wublished in local police regulations but in very few 
cases cre they identified by w-rnine posters. Mside of the area suarde - 
snort without warning. loads leading: through air lanes are often closed to 
elyilian traffic, sometines permanently, but uore often only during heavy 
rir treffic. 


Other Measures o 


Aside fron rerular agents the Soviets also utilize occasional inforsers such 
as innieepers, barbers, and the like to point out any strangers to the 
Sesurity Service. 


**S Protection. 


(atll nor oly a few airfields have established orranic Ad defenses. The 
Zopbst Airfield has a battery of 57 mn AA cuns. In Coittbus AA positions 

have been prepared in the vicinity of the AA barracks. There are also nune“ous 
old Gecnan AA installations such as cun towers, observation towers, warning 
installations, etc., which have not yet been destroyed ard could be out 

iato oneration on short netice. It may also be agsuved tuat the indenendent 
AA units, which during corrison duty are charged with protection of air 
installations, bridges, etc., are also responsible for the protection of 
aisfieles in their area. (See Brandenburg/Havel) In addition it may be 
assumed that the firhter command has a cormlete air warnin; system, including 
radar -uidance of fighter units. Simple air warning equiprent has been 
observed in position at Finowfurth and “ittenberg. It alse can be taken for 
ranted that the German paranilitary oolice umits will in the future establish 
2 civil air warning systex. It has been noted, for instance, that motor nBed 
fire fichtine equiocent was assi;ned to the paranilitary police. The vehicles 
observed in Stendal are newly overheuled and of special air raid types. 
Nevertheless it can be stated that at nresent nost Soviet Zone air installaticns 
are extremely vulnerable to air attack. Despite all the hectic construction 
sroprans that ses under way in the 5oviet Zone, it has been noted that 
neactically all the airfields lack the very intr‘eate cover systens which 


ave necessary to protect installations against the tactics of «odern air warLare . 
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
